VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  at  the  middle  of 
1961  was  *110,252,  an  increase  of  5,802  over  the  previous  year  and  of 
14,323  since  the  census  of  1951.

•The  preliminary  report  of  the  census  of  1961  issued  by  the  Registrar  General,  gives 
a total  population  of  108,557,  i.e.  1,695  less  than  the  estimated  figure  given  above. 


Births  and  Birth  Rates 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  County  during  1961 
was  1,521 — 5 more  than  in  1960.  671  births  were  transferred  out  and 
1,382  transferred  in.  The  corrected  figure  for  live  births  was,  therefore, 
2,232  (1,142  males — 1,090’ females)  an  increase  of  107  over  the  figure  for 
1960. 

The  number  of  stillbirths  registered  in  the  County  was  35  and  after 
correction  for  25  transfers  out  and  36  transfers  in  the  net  County  figure  was 
46  (23  males — 23  females),  an  increase  of  4 on  the  1960  figure.  The 
stillbirth  rate  was  20  per  thousand  births,  compared  with  19  per  thousand 
births  in  1960.  The  rate  for  Scotland  as  a whole  during  1961  was  20.8  per 
thousand  births. 

68  of  the  2,232  live  births  previously  mentioned  were  illegitimate — 
a rate  of  3.0  per  hundred  live  births.  The  corrected  live  birth  rate  was  20.2 
per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population,  compared  with  20.3  in  1960. 


Deaths  and  Death  Rates 

1,287  deaths  were  registered  in  the  County  during  1961  compared  with 
1,187  in  1960.  463  registrations  were  transferred  out  and  469  transferred 
in,  giving  a net  total  for  the  County  of  1,293  (641  males— 652  females). 
The  death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  11.7,  no  change  from 
1960.  121  persons  (42  males — 79  females)  had  attained  the  age  of  85  or 
over  at  the  time  of  death. 
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Infantile  Mortality 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  was  51  (28 
males — 23  females),  an  increase  of  8 over  the  1960  figure.  This  gave  an 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  23  per  thousand  live  births  against  a rate  of  20 
in  1960.  Causes  of  death  are  shown  on  Table  II  on  page  32.  Of  the  57 
children  under  one  year  old  who  died  during  the  year,  31  (18  males — 13 
females)  were  aged  under  four  weeks. 

Deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases  ( Excluding  Tuberculosis) 

Deaths  from  the  principal  epidemic  diseases  during  1961  totalled  11 
as  compared  with  4 in  1960.  This  equals  a rate  of  0.10  per  1,000  of 
population. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis 

During  1961,  7 deaths  occurred  from  tuberculosis  (6  males — 1 female), 
a decrease  of  3 over  the  1960  figure.  All  these  deaths  were  due  to  res- 
piratory tuberculosis  and  gave  a death  rate  of  0.06  per  thousand  of  the 
population  compared  with  a rate  of  0.10  in  1960. 

Deaths  from  Pneumonia 

62  deaths  from  pneumonia  were  recorded  in  1961  including  1 in  the 
newborn.  The  comparative  figure  for  1960  was  50  including  4 cases  of 
death  from  pneumonia  of  the  newborn. 

Deaths  from  Cancer 

Cancer  caused  221  deaths  (119  males — 102  females)  during  1961. 
This  was  a decrease  of  4 over  1960  when  the  comparative  figure  was  225 
(129  males — 96  females.) 

Deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Respiratory  System 

Of  the  221  deaths  mentioned  immediately  above,  46  (36  males — 10 
females)  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  respiratory  system,  i.e.  cancer  of  the 
lung,  trachea  and  bronchus.

In  1961  a decrease  occurred  in  the  number  of  children  being  brought  to 
the  clinics  for  the  first  time,  the  figures  being  4,454  compared  with  4,951 
in  1960.  The  number  of  individual  attendances  at  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
increased,  however,  during  the  year  to  30,627  compared  with  28,265  in 
1960. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

The  Local  Authority  does  not  have  ad  hoc  ante-natal  sessions,  but  on 
request  appropriate  advice  is  given  to  the  expectant  and  nursing  mother 
either  at  child  welfare  clinics  or  in  her  own  home. 

The  Local  Authority  does,  however,  afford  facilities  to  the  Western 
Regional  Hospital  Board  for  ante-natal  purposes  and  the  Area  Obstetrician 
and  Gynaecologist  holds  clinic  sessions  in  the  following  Local  Authority 
premises  on  the  days  shown.  These  clinics  are  for  advisory  purposes  and 
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are  mainly  intended  for  patients  entering  either  of  the  two  maternity 
hospitals  in  the  area: —

In  most  areas  general  practitioners  hold  ante-natal  sessions  in  their  own 
surgeries  and  these  are  attended  by  the  Local  Authority  midwives  booked 
for  cases  due  to  be  confined  at  home. 


Relaxation  Therapy  Clinics 

Relaxation  Therapy  Classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  once  weekly 
at  Alexandria,  Kirkintilloch,  Bearsden,  Milngavie  and  Dumbarton. 
Table  VII  on  page  36  gives  the  figures  relative  to  attendances  at  these  five 
clinics. 

The  classes  are  available  to  all  expectant  mothers  and  each  course 
lasts  from  eight  to  ten  weeks.  The  expectant  mother  attends  the  class  once 
per  week  for  approximately  an  hour  and  a half  and  is  taught  exercises  to 
strengthen  the  muscles  used  at  childbirth  as  well  as  the  art  of  relaxation. 
In  conjunction  with  this  tuition  by  the  physiotherapist,  talks  on  mother- 
craft  are  also  given  by  a health  visitor.  It  is  recommended  that  expectant 
mothers  should  join  these  classes  at  about  the  fifth  or  sixth  month  of 
pregnancy.  The  time  and  place  of  each  Relaxation  Therapy  class  is  as

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REPORT  BY  CHIEF  DENTAL  OFFICER 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Dental  Service 

The  basis  of  good  teeth  in  children  is  laid  down  by  the  expectant  and 
nursing  mother  and  when  this  foundation  or  “baby”  teeth  have  erupted  in 
the  small  child  it  is  essential  that  a close  watch  be  kept  to  detect  the  onset 
of  dental  decay,  which  is  so  common  today,  in  order  that  these  teeth  be 
preserved  until  their  normal  shedding  time. 

Of  all  the  foundation  teeth  it  is  those  at  the  back  of  the  mouth  which 
appear  to  be  most  frequently  attacked  first  by  decay,  and  it  is  the  pre- 
servation of  those  same  teeth  which  is  so  essential  to  future  dental  health, 
for  if  extracted  before  their  normal  shedding  time,  this  can  later  cause 
crowding  of  the  permanent  teeth. 

Ideally  children  should  have  their  first  visit  to  a dentist  for  a check  up  at 
not  later  than  2|  to  3 years  of  age,  but  unfortunately  this  is  not  a common 
practice  today,  and  instead  many  children’s  first  visit  to  a dentist  is  one 
following  a severe  attack  of  toothache. 

The  posterior  teeth  in  the  foundation  dentition  are  naturally  shed  at 
around  9 to  1 1 years  of  age  but  the  picture  of  the  five  year  old  child  on 
admission  to  school  reveals  that  in  many  cases  half  of  these  teeth  have 
either  already  been  extracted  or  require  extraction  because  of  decay. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  without  any  doubt  that  fluoridation  of 
domestic  water  supplies  in  North  America  and  other  countries  reduces  the 
incidence  of  dental  decay,  and  with  this  in  mind,  the  results  of  the  fluorid- 
ation project  being  carried  out  at  Kilmarnock  are  awaited  with  interest. 
While  the  reduction  of  the  incidence  of  dental  decay  is  very  necessary,  our 
aim  should  be  an  all  out  research  effort  at  national  level  into  the  causes  of 
dental  decay  and  its  complete  prevention.

Provision  of  Layettes  and  Maternity  Packs 

Layettes. — During  the  year  1 5 layettes,  each  costing  the  Authority  £3, 
were  supplied  at  charges  as  shown  in  Table  IV  on  page  32. 

Maternity  Packs. — These  are  supplied  free  on  request  to  all  home 
confinement  cases.  During  1961,  740  packs,  each  costing  11/9  were 
supplied,  the  cost  to  the  Authority  being,  therefore,  £434  15/-. 

Day  Nurseries 

The  County  Council  has  two  day  nurseries  which  between  them 
provide  places  for  98  children  of  pre-school  age.  The  nurseries  are 
situated  in  Helensburgh  (34  places)  and  Alexandria  (64  places).  Charges 
for  admission  are  8/6d.  per  day  for  each  child  in  the  non-priority  groups 
and  1/-  per  day  for  the  1st  child  in  each  family  in  priority  cases,  plus  6d. 
per  day  for  each  subsequent  child.  Generally  speaking  the  priority  groups 
are  as  follows  but  where  any  doubt  arises  cases  which  do  not  fall  into  any 
of  these  groups  may  be  considered  individually  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee. 

Priority  groups  for  admission  to  Day  Nurseries 

1.  Children  of  widows/widowers. 

2.  Children  of  unmarried  mothers. 

3.  Mothers  in  employment  due  to  the  father’s  illness, 

i.e.  long  term  illness. 

4.  Separated  parents  where  the  Medical  Officer  is  satisfied 

that  this  is  actually  the  case. 

5.  Children  whose  medical  condition  is  such  that  a Nursery 

would  be  of  benefit. 

6.  Children  of  mothers  whose  medical  condition  is  such  that 

it  would  help  to  admit  the  child  to  the  Nursery. 

7.  Children  of  mothers  who  are  in  hospital. 

Residential  Nurseries 

There  are  no  residential  nurseries  within  the  County  Council’s  area. 
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Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers 

The  Local  Authority  undertakes  to  arrange  for  unmarried  mothers 
whose  usual  address  is  within  the  County  area  to  be  admitted  to  suitable 
homes  for  the  period  of  their  confinement  and  to  give  financial  help 
towards  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  mother  and  child  in  these  homes  where 
it  is  required. 

Liaison  is  also  maintained  with  the  Children’s  Officer  so  that  adoption 
can  be  arranged  should  this  be  desired. 

During  1961  one  unmarried  mother  was  admitted  to  Atholl  House  in 
Glasgow. 

Domestic  Help 

Help  was  given  at  170  home  confinement  cases  in  1961,  as  against  174 
in  1960,  and  also  during  the  year  Home  Helps  were  arranged  for  66  cases 
where  the  mother  had  been  confined  in  hospital.

The  figures  showed  a substantial  drop  from  issues  during  1960,  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  is  entirely  due  to  the  increased  cost  of  some 
Welfare  Foods  which  became  operative  in  June,  1961. 

The  price  of  National  Dried  Milk  did  not  alter  but  Cod  Liver  Oil, 
which  had  previously  been  supplied  free,  thereafter  cost  1/-  per  bottle. 
Orange  Juice  went  up  from  5d.  to  l/6d.  per  bottle,  and  A.  & D.  Vitamin 
Pills,  which  had  previously  also  been  free,  cost  6d.  per  packet. 

Table  V on  page  33  shows  the  various  distribution  centres  and 
times  when  foods  are  issued. 


Provision  of  New  Clinics 

No  new  building  is  proposed  by  the  Local  Authority  so  far  as  clinic 
premises  are  concerned,  but  discussions  at  official  level  have  been  held  with 
the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  regarding  the  provision  of  a health 
centre  in  Cumbernauld  New  Town,  and  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  will  build  such  a centre  and  rent  the  available  accommo- 
dation to  all  three  branches  of  the  Health  Services.

The  “Flying  Squad”  Service  for  premature  infants  born  at  home  was 
operated  from  Braeholm  Maternity  Hospital,  Helensburgh.

The  position  regarding  admission  to  Institutions  is  satisfactory. 

Cases  Notified  by  Education  Committee: — 

Ten  cases  were  notified  by  the  Education  Committee  of  children  attend- 
ing Special  Schools  who  had  attained  16  years  of  age.  Eight  cases  had 
been  found  suitable  employment  and  in  the  remaining  two  cases  the  home 
conditions  are  satisfactory  and  the  children  are  remaining  in  the  care  of 
their  parents.  It  is  hoped  to  enrol  these  two  children  in  the  Occupational 
Centre  at  Cardross. 

The  General  Board  of  Control  called  for  reports  on  the  home  condi- 
tions of  30  patients  who  are  presently  detained  in  Certified  Institutions. 

The  visitation  of  cases  at  home  continues  and  during  the  year  1961/62 
70  cases  were  visited.  Of  45  cases  in  the  Western  area  of  the  county 
considered  suitable  for  the  Occupational  Centre,  it  was  pleasing  to  note 
that  17  were  in  regular  employment.  Of  the  remaining  28,  16  have  been 
enrolled  in  Cardross  Occupational  Centre.  The  remainder  are  elderly,  or 
the  parents  do  not  wish  them  to  attend.

Home  Confinements 

During  1961,  the  number  of  home  confinements  which  took  place  in 
the  County  was  795  as  compared  with  835  in  the  previous  year.  This 
represents  51  % of  the  total  number  of  births  before  correction  for  transfer. 

Analgesia 

In  1960  it  was  decided  to  replace  the  existing  gas/air  machines  with 
trilene  apparatus.  The  change  over  is  being  done  gradually  and  so  far  10 
sets  of  trilene  apparatus  have  been  purchased  leaving  approximately  18 
machines  still  to  be  bought. 

Supervision  of  Midwifes 

Routine  supervision  of  conduct  of  cases  was  continued  during  the 
year  and  no  complaints  were  recorded. 

Three  of  the  County  midwives  were  employed  as  tutor  midwives  for 
training  pupils  from  Overtoun  and  Braeholm  Maternity  Hospitals. 

Cases  discharged  from  local  maternity  hospitals  requiring  further 
attention  were  notified  to  midwives  who  then  completed  the  puerperium.

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There  was  again  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  visits  paid  to 
patients  by  Health  Visitors  during  1961 — 43,698  as  against  33,840  in 
1960  and  31,643  in  1959.  As  is  to  be  expected,  most  of  these  visits  were 
paid  to  infants,  pre-school  children  and  expectant  mothers — 27,221 
visits  in  all  for  these  three  categories  as  compared  to  24,937  in  1960. 
Visits  to  elderly  patients  and  Home  Help  cases  also  increased  while  those 
to  Tuberculosis  patients  fell.

The  main  function  of  these  clinics  is  to  give  advice  to  mothers  on 
child  care  and  prevention  of  illness  in  infants;  the  treatment  ol  minor 
ailments  and  the  carrying  out  by  the  medical  officers  of  poliomyelitis, 
smallpox  and  B.C.G.  vaccination;  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 
immunisation. 
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SECTION  25 
HOME  NURSING 

Staff 

At  the  end  of  1961  there  were  20  full-time  nurses  and  2 part-time 
nurses  employed,  of  whom  20  were  midwives. 

Transport 

18  motor  cars  were  provided  by  the  Authority  and  in  3 other  instances 
a mileage  rate  was  payable  to  nurses  owning  their  own  cars. 

Housing 

The  policy  of  this  Authority  is  to  provide  furnished  accommodation 
for  district  nurses  where  this  is  required  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
housing  position  of  Home  Nursing  Staff  in  the  County  area  was  as  follows:

General 

As  in  past  years,  the  volume  of  work  carried  out  by  Home  Nurses 
remained  high.  The  number  of  patients  attended  was  2,318  and  the  total 
number  of  visits  made  to  these  patients  was  60,895,  an  increase  on  last 
year’s  figure. 

Regular  visits  were  paid  to  all  Home  Nurses  throughout  the  year  by 
the  Nursing  Supervisor  who  reports  that  the  work  has  been  carried  out  to 
her  entire  satisaction  and  that  no  complaints  were  recorded. 

Most  of  the  patients  seen  by  Home  Nurses  are  referred  by  the  general 
practitioners  in  the  various  areas  and  the  co-operation  between  family 
doctors  and  nurses  is  extremely  good.  Other  cases  are  referred  by  hos- 
pitals when  the  patients  are  being  discharged  and  a considerable  number 
are  discovered  by  Health  Visitors  and  Welfare  Officers  in  the  course  of 
their  normal  duties  and  referred  either  directly  through  the  Central  Office 
or  through  the  general  practitioner.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 
Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

During  the  year  there  was  again  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
receiving  primary  vaccinations,  the  total  for  1961  amounting  to  1,413  as 
against  1,200  in  1960,  and  1,134  in  1959.  Approximately  43.6  per  cent, 
of  these  primary  vaccinations  were  given  to  children  under  one  year  and 
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92.7  per  cent,  to  children  under  5 years.  Of  the  corrected  number  of 
births  for  the  area  for  1961,  only  617  children  (27.6  percent.)  were  protect- 
ed in  this  way.  This  is  still  rather  low  but  represents  a slight  increase 
over  last  year  when  the  corresponding  figure  was  26.3  per  cent.  During 
the  year  371  revaccinations  were  also  carried  out. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

As  in  the  case  of  smallpox  vaccination,  immunisation  rates  were  lower 
than  is  desirable  but  did  again  show  some  improvement  over  last  year,  full 
courses  of  immunisation  being  given  to  2,378  children  (1,590  in  1960)  and 
maintenance  or  “booster”  injections  to  1,663  children. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

During  1961  every  encouragement  was  given  to  persons  up  to  the  age 
of  40  to  come  forward  and  receive  their  poliomyelitis  vaccination  and  as  in 
past  years,  clinics  were  held  throughout  the  County  for  this  purpose.  It 
is  disappointing  to  note  that  quite  a number  who  came  forward  for  their 
first  or  even  second  injections  seemed  to  lose  interest  and  did  not  complete 
the  course.  In  May,  1 96 1 , Local  Authorities  were  authorised  to  administer 
a fourth  injection  to  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  12  years  and 
special  clinics  were  held  after  the  summer  holidays  in  the  schools  throughout 
the  County  to  have  this  carried  out.  Between  then  and  the  end  of  the  year, 
8,827  children  were  given  their  fourth  injection.  The  total  figures  for  1961 
are  as  follows: —

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 
Rehabilitation 

Contact  was  maintained  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  Employment 
Exchanges  to  assist  in  the  Rehabilitation  of  patients  and  in  their  regis- 
tration under  the  Disabled  Persons  (Employment)  Act,  1944. 

Housing 

Four  houses  in  the  County  Landward  Area  were  allocated  to  applicants 
during  the  year  on  special  grounds  where  tuberculosis  existed  in  the 
household.  In  addition,  23  houses  were  allocated  on  other  medical 
grounds. 
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B.C.G.  Vaccination 

Contacts — During  the  year  91  contacts  were  skin  tested,  78  of  these 
showed  negative  reaction  and  all  except  one  were  subsequently  vaccinated. 

Others — 155  other  children  were  skin  tested  at  the  request  of  the 
parents  and  of  these  154  were  given  B.C.G.  following  negative  reaction  to 
Mantoux  Tests. 

Nurses — 50  Hospital  nurses  were  skin  tested  and  of  this  total  7 were 
found  to  be  negative  reactors  and  were  subsequently  vaccinated.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SCHEME 

Staff 

The  total  number  of  Helps  employed  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  249 
as  against  242  in  1960.  This  number  was  made  up  of  5 full-time  Helps, 
243  part-time  Helps  and  1 Help  on  a retaining-fee  basis.  As  in  past 
years,  the  greater  number  of  cases  assisted  by  the  Scheme  were  the  chronic 
sick,  including  the  aged  and  infirm,  the  cases  in  this  category  numbering 
442  from  a total  of  818.  In  addition,  help  was  given  to  236  confinement 
cases  of  which  170  were  home  confinements.  The  maximum  charge  made 
for  the  service  is  3/3d.  per  hour  and  the  minimum  charge  is  6d.  per  hour, 
but  old  age  pensioners  and  people  whose  income  is  low  may  recover  the 
amount  charged  from  the  National  Assistance  Board. 


HOME  HELPS 

Night  Service 

No  night  service  is  at  present  provided  either  by  the  County  Council 
or  so  far  as  is  known  by  any  of  the  voluntary  organisations  within  the  area. 
A questionnaire  was  sent  to  all  General  Practitioners  and  Nursing  Staff 
towards  the  end  of  last  year,  and  the  results  of  this  survey  showed  that 
apparently  only  a very  small  number  of  people  would  be  likely  to  need  or 
make  use  of  such  a service  if  one  was  provided.  The  numbers  were  so 
small  (5  in  all)  that  it  was  not  felt  worthwhile  to  institute  a formal  scheme 
at  this  stage,  but  simply  to  make  provision  so  that  any  individual  case 
could  be  dealt  with  on  its  merits,  as  and  when  it  arose. 


OTHER  HEALTH  SERVICES 
Issue  of  Medical  Equipment 

The  Authority  maintains  a large  and  comprehensive  range  of  medical 
equipment,  which  is  issued  at  the  request  of  general  practitioners  and 
District  Nurses. 
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Included  in  this  range  of  equipment  are  invalid  chairs,  air  beds,  water- 
proof sheeting,  air  cushions,  tripod  sticks  and  bed-pans  etc.  These  items 
are  issued  on  loan,  free  of  charge,  through  District  Nurses  in  all  areas. 

Chiropody 

The  Council’s  Chiropody  Service,  which  covers  every  district  in  the 
County,  was  established  in  1956,  following  an  authority  received  from  the 
Department  of  Health  to  include  the  service  under  Section  27  of  the 
National  Health  Service  (Scotland)  Act. 

No  charge  is  made  to  patients  and  the  qualification  to  receive  treatment 
is  that  applicants  must  be  of  pensionable  age  and  not  in  remunerative 
employment. 

Appointments  are  arranged  through  the  District  Welfare  Officers  and 
patients  are  referred  by  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors,  and 
District  Nurses,  or  may  themselves  apply  directly  to  the  Welfare  offices 
for  appointments. 

All  the  Chiropodists  concerned  are  in  practice  on  their  own  account 
and  are  employed  by  the  Local  Authority  on  a sessional  basis. 

Domiciliary  treatment  is  also  carried  out  where  required. 

Convalescent  Homes 

(a)  Ardgare  Home,  Shandon 

Ardgare  is  situated  overlooking  the  Gareloch,  and  has  accommo- 
dation for  25  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15.  The  Home  has  a 
resident  teacher  with  a view  to  ensuring  that  the  education  of  the  children 
admitted  there  for  convalescence  will  suffer  as  little  interruption  as  possible 
during  their  stay  and  in  all  cases  a charge  of  1/-  per  day  is  made  for  each 
child  who  is  admitted.  It  is  a matter  of  great  concern  that  this  Home  does 
not  seem  to  be  used  to  full  advantage,  the  number  of  children  admitted 
being  consistently  low  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  in  the  County,  including  the 
large  Burghs  of  Clydebank  and  Dumbarton,  there  must  undoubtedly  be 
sufficient  children  in  need  of  convalescence  for  one  reason  or  another  to 
keep  the  Home  full  for  most  of  the  year.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that 
when  circulars  are  sent  out  periodically  reminding  Nurses,  G.P.s,  Head 
Teachers,  etc.,  of  the  availability  of  Ardgare  the  number  of  admissions 
rises  considerably  for  some  time  before  dropping  back  again.  It  would 
seem  that  the  tendency  is  for  the  existence  of  Ardgare  to  be  fairly  readily 
forgotten,  and  that  what  is  needed  is  some  method  of  keeping  it  in  the 
forefront  of  attention. 

(b)  Cardross  Park  Home,  Cardross 

This  house,  which  is  run  primarily  as  a Children’s  Home  under  the 
Children  Act,  admits  pre-school  children  referred  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  purpose  of  convalescent  care  or  for  isolation  from 
active  cases  of  tuberculosis  prior  and  subsequent  to  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

(c)  Crosslet  House,  Dumbarton 

Crosslet  House  is  a Convalescent  Home  run  by  the  Burgh  of  Dumbar- 
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ton.  Children  are  admitted  here  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  as  in  the  case  of 
Cardross  Park  and  it  is  also  used  as  a convalescent  home  for  pre-school 
childrenfrom  the  County,  acharge  being  made  by  the  Burghforeach  County 
case,  admitted. 

CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

General 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  the  year 
showed  a marked  decrease,  being  91  as  against  278  in  1960. 

Diphtheria — No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  the  County 
area  since  1954. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever — 1 case  was  notified  during  1961  the  same  number 
as  in  the  previous  year. 

Dysentry — The  number  of  notifications  fell  from  171  in  1960  to  16  in 
the  current  year,  the  main  cause  last  year  having  been  a heavy  outbreak 
among  staff  and  patients  at  Woodilee  Mental  Hospital. 

Food  Poisoning — 2 cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  only  one  of 
whom  required  hospital  treatment. 

Pneumonia,  Acute  Influenzal — 3 cases  were  notified  during  the  year  of 
which  2 were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Pneumonia,  Acute  Primary — -36  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  49  cases  in  1960.  Of  the  36  cases  notified,  21  were  admitted 
to  hospital. 

Poliomyelitis — No  cases  were  notified  during  1961. 

Para-Typhoid  (B) — 1 case  was  notified  during  the  year  and  admitted  to 
hospital. 

Puerpural  Pyrexia — 1 case  requiring  hospital  treatment  was  notified 
during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever- — 20  cases,  1 1 of  whom  required  hospital  treatment,  were 
notified  during  the  year  compared  with  39  in  1960. 

Whooping  Cough — 6 cases,  all  of  whom  required  hospital  treatment, 
were  notified  in  1961  compared  with  50  in  1960. 

NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS  REGULATION  ACT,  1948 

No  applications  were  made  in  respect  of  premises  during  1961  and  no 
intimations  received  from  Child  Minders. 

PORT  HEALTH  ADMINISTRATION 

During  the  year  125  oil  tankers  berthed  at  Finnart,  for  which  the 
usual  port  health  facilities  were  provided.  In  respect  of  ships  berthing 
elsewhere  on  the  Clyde  within  the  County  area,  services  were  carried  out 
on  our  behalf  by  Glasgow  Corporation. 

FOOD  SUPPLY 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors’  portions  of  the  Report  deal  with  this  subject. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Residential  Accommodation 

Leven  Cottage,  Alexandria  (14  places).  Matron:  Mrs.  H.  McKechnie. 

The  residents  in  this  Home  are  drawn  mainly  from  the  Vale  of  Leven 
area  and,  as  in  the  past,  there  was  a waiting  list  for  both  male  and  female 
places.  Local  voluntary  organisations  and  individuals  were  extremely 
generous  in  providing  entertainment  for  the  residents  and  with  invitations 
to  the  old  people  to  participate  in  their  activities. 

Crannog  Cottage , Milton  (25  places).  Matron:  Mrs.  J.  O’Neil. 

As  in  the  case  of  Leven  Cottage  voluntary  organisations  and  firms  were 
extremely  helpful  in  providing  extra  amenities  and  interests  for  the 
residents,  particularly  at  times  like  Christmas  and  during  the  summer  when, 
for  instance,  certain  bus  companies  refused  payment  for  taking  the  old 
people  on  outings,  and  in  fact  provided  tea  and  sweets  at  their  own 
expense. 

Medical  Supervision  and  Services 

This  was  provided  both  at  Central  Hospital  and  Camis  Eskan  Hospital. 

Removals  (Section  47) 

Two  removals  of  a compulsory  nature  were  found  to  be  necessary 
during  the  year. 

Care  of  Property  (Section  48) 

Arrangements  for  the  care  of  property  of  persons  removed  to  hospital 
under  Part  111  Accommodation  were  made  as  required. 


NURSING  HOMES  REGISTRATION  ACT,  1948 

There  is  only  one  Registered  Nursing  Home  in  the  area,  and  no  new 
applications  were  received. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 

No  specific  propaganda  campaign  was  undertaken  during  the  year,  but 
through  the  medium  of  press  publicity,  speakers  provided  to  organisations, 
advice  given  at  clinics  and  in  people’s  homes  during  visits,  a steady  amount 
of  Health  Education  was  carried  out. 

Prevention  of  Home  Accidents 

Propaganda  was  carried  out  continuously  through  the  Health  Visiting 
and  other  nursing  staff,  and  by  the  issue  of  leaflets  and  display  of  posters 
in  clinics  throughout  the  County. 
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HOUSING 

On  page  60,  Table  XXXIII  shows  the  progress  made  during  the  year  in 
the  erection  of  new  houses. 

The  number  of  houses  built  during  the  year  was  not  sufficient  to  cause 
any  appreciable  drop  in  the  numbers  on  the  waiting  list  for  Local  Author- 
ity houses,  and,  as  in  most  parts  of  Scotland,  housing  remains  a major 
problem. 

The  number  and  area  location  of  houses  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation  is  shown  on  pages  61,  and  62  in  Table  XXXIV.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Department  of  Health  Circular 
11/1960,  I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  Western  Area  of  the  County  of  Dunbarton  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1961. 


GENERAL  SANITATION 
WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  year  1 1 samples  of  water  were  taken  throughout  the  district, 
7 for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  and  4 for  bacteriological 
analysis  only.  Of  these  6 were  of  private  supplies  and  5 Local  Authority 
public  supplies. 

Of  the  4 samples  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  2 were  sampled  in 
connection  with  their  suitability  for  dairy  purposes  and  both  proved 
satisfactory.  The  remaining  2 were  taken  from  Glen  Finlas  Reservoir 
supply  before  filtration  and  proved  the  supply  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  a 
raw  state.  3 samples  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis 
from  Auchengaich  Reservoir  supply,  where  only  screening  by  micro 
strainer  takes  place,  were  chemically  satisfactory  but  bacteriologically 
unsatisfactory. 

The  remaining  4 samples  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analysis,  3 of  which  were  from  farm  supplies  and  I from  a private  supply 
provided  to  Inverbeg  Caravan  Park,  w'ere  all  chemically  satisfactory  but 
two  of  the  farm  supplies  were  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory  and  new 
sources  of  supply  were  provided. 

DRAINAGE 

Drainage  arrangements  in  Housing  Developments,  particularly  within 
the  Vale  of  Leven  area,  continue  to  take  up  a good  deal  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors'  time  in  discussing  lay-outs  with  architects  and  builders, 
examination  during  the  progress  of  work  and  final  inspection  and  testing 
of  each  individual  house  drainage  system  before  being  passed  for  use. 
No  problems  were  met  with  during  the  year  with  regard  to  existing 
drainage  systems  and  any  of  those  found  to  be  choked  or  defective  were 
remedied  without  undue  delay  following  intimation  to  the  owners. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  County  Engineer  is  responsible  for  sewage  disposal  and,  in  Vale  of 
Leven  area,  the  sewage  disposal  plant  on  the  main  drainage  system 
operates  at  Dalmoak  under  his  supervision.  The  Dano  Composting  Plant 
in  close  proximity  to  Dalmoak  is  proving  a considerable  asset  in  the 
disposal  of  sludge  from  the  pumping  station. 

In  other  Districts  of  the  Western  area  treatment  is  by  detritus  tanks 
before  discharge  into  the  tidal  waters  of  the  sea  lochs  or  to  Loch  Lomond, 
and  these  appear  to  function  satisfactorily. 

RIVERS  POLLUTION 

No  complaint  was  received  during  the  year  of  pollution  of  rivers  or 
sea  lochs  within  the  area  and  no  samples  were  taken  under  the  Rivers 
Pollution  Act. 

One  instance  of  oil  pollution  in  tidal  waters  did  occur.  This  w as  caused 
by  an  oil  tanker  which  had  encountered  a heavy  storm  at  sea  and  arrived  at 
Finnart  Oil  Terminal  with  a slight  leakage  due  to  racking  of  the  hull  plates. 
Immediately  on  berthing  all  available  pumps  were  utilised  on  this  hold  to 
minimise  the  leakage  and  no  very  serious  pollution  resulted. 

Early  in  the  year  an  application  by  Messrs.  Burroughs  of  Strathleven 
Industrial  Estate  was  made  to  connect  the  effluent  from  their  rinsing  tank 
in  No.  2 Plant  in  the  factory  to  the  main  surface  water  sewer.  Analysis  of 
samples  of  this  effluent  were  submitted  and,  after  consultation  w'ith  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  River  Board's  Inspector,  permission 
was  granted. 

A reminder  to  factory  owners  in  the  Vale  of  Leven  area  of  the  risk  of 
pollution  involved  in  the  periodic  cleaning  out  of  storage  and  treatment 
tanks  during  holiday  periods  appeared  again  to  have  good  results,  and  no 
case  of  fish  poisoning  was  reported  at  this  time. 

NUISANCES 

134  Intimations  were  served  on  the  authors  of  nuisances  in  terms  of 
Section  19  of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act.  1897,  and  19  verbal 
Intimations  were  also  made.  Service  of  Statutory  Notice  under  Section  20 
of  the  Act  was  necessary  in  tw'o  instances  before  the  nuisances  were  abated, 
but  all  others  were  remedied  without  resort  to  Statutory  proceedings. 

SCHOOLS 

All  schools  were  found  on  inspection  to  be  well  maintained  and  lighting, 
drainage,  water  supplies  and  toilet  arrangements  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
The  new  primary  school  at  Dalvait  Road,  Balloch.  was  completed  and 
officially  opened  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Construction  work  was  commenced  on  the  new  Vale  of  Leven  Academ 
at  Place  of  Bonhill,  and  is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 
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BURIAL  GROUNDS 

Burial  grounds  throughout  the  area  continue  to  be  maintained  in  a 
very  satisfactory  condition  by  the  respective  District  Councils.  No 
complaint  was  received  during  the  year  regarding  any  of  these. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 
There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  within  this  area. 


CLEANSING 

Vale  of  Leven  and  Renton 

The  Cleansing  Department  continued  to  operate  in  conjunction  with  the 
Dano  Composting  Plant  which  apart  from  a few  incidental  breakdowns, 
has  been  operating  very  satisfactorily.  Pillanflats  Coup  is  still  utilised  for 
the  dumping  of  reject  materials  from  the  Plant. 

Cleansing  services  are  still  being  maintained  by  direct  labour  and  the 
estimated  cost  for  the  year  is  £34,580.  This  again  shows  an  increase  on 
the  previous  year’s  estimates  and  is  accounted  for  partly  by  the  District’s 
contribution  of  50%  to  the  running  costs  of  the  Composting  Plant  and 
partly  again  by  an  increase  of  wages  to  employees. 

Another  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  fore  and  aft  tipper  vehicle  with  com- 
pressor was  placed  on  order  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  delivery  is 
expected  at  May,  1962.  The  Dennis  side  loading  vehicle  which  had  been 
replaced  by  the  previous  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  tipper  has  been  loaned  to 
the  Composting  Plant  on  a temporary  basis,  and  is  proving  very  useful 
as  an  additional  means  of  transport  within  the  grounds  of  the  Plant. 


GARELOCH  AREA 

The  contract  for  the  cleansing  service  within  the  six  Special  Districts 
in  this  area  has  again  been  placed  with  one  contractor  and,  in  general, 
has  been  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

During  the  year  the  Helensburgh  District  Council  agreed  to  dis- 
continue the  use  of  Bendarroch  Coup,  Garelochhcad,  with  a view  to 
getting  the  fire  and  smoke  nuisance  under  control  and  terminating  the 
lease  from  the  War  Department.  Since  May  all  refuse  from  the  Gareloch 
area  has  been  deposited  at  Rhu  Coup  and  the  Cardross  and  Arrochar 
Coups  continue  to  be  used.  Negotiations  with  the  War  Department  have 
begun  with  regard  to  acquiring  a new  site  in  the  Garelochhead  area  and 
are  proceeding  satisfactorily.  The  estimated  gross  expenditure  for  the 
services  in  the  area  is  £5,540. 
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LIGHTING 


Vale  of  Leven  and  Renton 

The  scheme  of  lighting  improvement  by  conversion  from  gas  to 
electricity  throughout  the  District  is  now  practically  completed,  but  the 
conversion  from  tungsten  to  sodium  lighting  still  continues. 

During  the  year  the  conversion  of  209  lighting  points,  chargeable  to 
Capital  Account,  provided  for  conversion  from  gas  to  electricity  of  176 
lights  in  various  side  streets,  and  from  tungsten  to  sodium  of  100  lighting 
points  in  Haldane  and  Tullichewan  Housing  Sites.  22  additional  new 
sodium  lighting  points  chargeable  to  Capital  Account,  were  also  provided 
in  gap  sites  at  Mill  of  Haldane,  and  1 1 new  sodium  lamps  were  provided 
from  Revenue  in  Varney’s  Scheme  at  Balloch  and  the  Central  Redevelop- 
ment Scheme,  Alexandria.  At  the  end  of  the  year  only  30  gas  lamps 
remained  in  the  area  to  be  converted. 

Considerable  damage  to  street  lighting  equipment  still  continues  in  the 
area,  particularly  in  the  Bonhill  and  Jamestown  districts,  and  the  costs  of 
replacement  continue  to  soar.  The  annual  estimated  cost  of  lighting 
services  in  the  area  for  the  year  is  £17,740,  an  increase  of  approximately 
£1,500  on  the  previous  year,  but  with  the  general  trend  of  increased  prices 
and  wages  I consider  that  this  is  not  exceptional. 


GARELOCH  DISTRICT 

Street  lighting  in  the  Gareloch  area  is  still  carried  out  by  private 
contract  and  the  general  maintenance  continues  satisfactorily.  Twice 
weekly  inspection  in  all  districts  is  carried  out  by  the  contractor  and  faulty 
lamps  are  replaced  during  inspection. 

A scheme  of  improved  lighting  on  the  section  of  the  roadway  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Gareloch  at  Garelochhead  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  by  conversion  from  tungsten  to  sodium  lighting  and  the  introduction 
of  an  additional  25  sodium  lighting  points.  This  was  the  first  section  to  be 
completed  in  the  Garelochhead  area  of  a scheme  of  reconstruction  and 
improvement  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £3,750.  Other  sections  will  be 
completed  as  road  improvements  develop. 

Maintenance  of  street  lighting  in  Arrochar  and  Tarbet  and  Luss  areas 
is  carried  out  by  the  North  of  Scotland  Hydro-Electric  Board  at  a fixed 
annual  charge  and  continues  to  function  satisfactorily.  The  estimated 
cost  of  administration  of  lighting  services  in  the  Gareloch  Special  Lighting 
District  for  the  year  is  £3,720,  an  increase  of  £90  over  the  previous  year.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Every  endeavour  is  made  to  maintain  the  public  conveniences  through- 
out the  area  in  a satisfactory  condition,  but  recurring  damage  by  vandals 
makes  this  task  a very  arduous  one.  Much  is  done  to  maintain  a high 
standard  of  cleanliness  and  repair  but  the  appalling  damage  and  waste 
being  inflicted  by  vandals  soon  cancels  out  such  efforts. 

Plans  of  the  proposed  new  shelter  and  public  convenience  at  Balloch 
'Bus  Stance  are  still  under  consideration  and  negotiations  are  proceeding 
for  the  erection  of  new  public  conveniences  at  Luss  Car  Park  and  at 
Gartocharn,  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  proceeded  with  early  in  the 
year. 

The  total  money  collected  from  public  conveniences  during  the  year 
and  passed  to  the  County  Treasurer  was  £274  18s.  Od. 


BURIALS 

No  burials  were  undertaken  during  the  year  in  terms  of  Section  50  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  within  this  District. 


FACTORIES  ACT 

Table  No.  I shows  the  number  and  types  of  factories  within  the  area. 
Of  the  227  there  are  152  mechanical  factories  of  which  32  are  mechanical 
works  of  a temporary  nature.  75  are  non-mechanical  factories  of  which  55 
are  non-mechanical  works  of  a temporary  nature. 

The  factories  are  inspected  at  regular  intervals  and  any  defects  found 
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are  normally  rectified  by  the  management  without  service  of  Notice. 
Outworkers  employed  within  the  area  numbered  32  and  all  outworkers’ 
premises  inspected  were  found  to  be  of  the  standard  required.

TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS  AND  HOUSEBOATS 

The  Western  Area  of  the  County  still  appears  to  be  more  popular 
than  ever  for  camping  and  caravanning,  and  the  camping  grounds  at 
Luss  again  provided  holiday  accommodation  for  many  families.  The 
additional  facilities  provided  at  this  site  last  year  have  proved  an  added 
amenity.  During  the  year  the  number  of  tents  and  other  structures 
inspected  was  685,  occup;ed  by  2,055  persons. 


CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960 

The  above  Act  came  into  operation  at  the  end  of  1960.  and  Model 
Standards  made  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland,  under  Section  5 (6) 
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of  the  Act  and  adopted  in  full  by  the  Local  Authority,  were  put  into 
operation  with  regard  to  Holiday  .Caravan  Sites  within  the  area  for  the 
opening  of  the  1961  season. 

A very  considerable  amount  of  additional  work  fell  on  the  department 
through  the  adoption  of  these  Standards  and  as  a result  of  successive 
inspections  and  discussions  with  owners  14  plans  were  submitted  showing 
proposed  improvements  in  lay-out,  toilet  arrangements,  water  supplies 
and  main  drainage.  In  addition,  inspection  of  all  sites  was  made  in 
company  with  a representative  of  the  Central  Area  Fire  Brigade  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  the  Firemaster’s  recommendations  for  temporary 
fire  fighting  appliances,  and  in  all  cases  his  recommendations  were  agreed 
amicably  with  the  proprietors. 

The  caravan  sites  at  Drumkinnon  Bay,  Balloch,  Luss,  Tarbet,  Invcr- 
uglas,  Arrochar.  Shandon  Hydro,  Bendarroch  and  Rosneath  Castle  were 
again  occupied  to  full  capacity  during  the  summer  months,  and  a new 
site  at  Inverbeg  is  in  course  of  construction  by  Luss  Estates  Ltd.  and  will 
be  in  operation  next  year. 

Approximately  600  caravans  were  accommodated  on  these  sites 
throughout  the  holiday  season,  and  in  addition  many  touring  caravans 
made  use  of  the  sites  for  short  periods  varying  from  one  to  three  days, 
and  in  all  it  is  estimated  that  fully  3,000  persons  enjoyed  holiday  periods  on 
these  sites. 


BUILDING  REGULATIONS 

Table  No.  1 1 shows  the  number  and  types  of  buildings  for  which  plans 
were  submitted  and  considered  for  approval. 


HOUSING  (SCOTLAND)  ACTS,  1950/52 

The  sum  of  £3,482  was  authorised  during  the  year  in  respect  of  Im- 
provement Grants  towards  the  modernisation  of  18  houses.  Standard 
Grants  under  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  to  a total  of 
£1.245  were  authorised  during  the  year  for  the  provision  of  standard 
amenities  in  13  houses. 


HOUSING  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1952 

No  application  was  received  during  the  year  for  a Grant  in  respect 
of  the  erection  of  houses  for  members  of  the  agricultural  population, 
but  the  house  under  construction  at  High  Mains,  Dumbarton,  at  the  end 
of  last  year  was  completed  according  to  plans  submitted  and  payment  of 
Grant  was  made. 
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HOUSING  OF  SEASONAL  WORKERS 

211  seasonal  workers  (117  male  and  94  female)  were  accommodated 
during  the  year  on  8 farms.  Difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  obtaining 
prior  notification  of  the  arrival  of  the  workers  from  employers,  but  since 
the  workers  are  usually  accommodated  on  the  same  farms  in  the  area 
throughout  recurring  seasons  the  general  conditions  of  the  premises  are 
well  known  and  made  readily  adaptable.  At  one  farm  in  the  Arden  area 
and  one  in  the  Cardross  area  workers  were  accommodated  over  a longer 
period  than  usual  and  transported  daily  to  other  farms  by  their  employers. 


DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOOD)  ORDER,  1957 

All  registered  premises  handling  waste  food  for  the  feeding  of  animals 
and  poultry  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  the  general  requirements 
of  the  Order  were  found  to  be  complied  with.

The  number  of  registered  producers  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  94 
detailed  as  follows.  Certified  4,  T.T.  87,  Pastuerised  I and  Ordinary  2. 
Table  No.  Ill  records  the  number  of  registered  and  unregistered  dairy 
premises  and  the  approximate  number  of  cows  in  the  area. 


MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ACT,  1949 
MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER.  1936/53 

Over  the  period  of  this  report  623  samples  were  uplifted  from  92 
designated  producers  and  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analyses.  Of  these  samples  40  were  of  Certified  milk,  563  of  T.T.  milk  and  20 
of  Pasteurised  milk.  The  total  number  of  samples  failing  to  comply  was 
80,  of  which  13  were  Certified  milk,  64  T.T.  milk  and  3 Pasteurised  milk. 

Samples  of  School  Milk  were  taken  at  regular  intervals,  and  of  the  32 
samples  collected  1 1 were  unsatisfactory,  10  because  of  coliform  and  1 
because  of  coliform  and  bacterial  count.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1956 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PRESERVATIVES  IN  FOOD)  (SCOTLAND) 
REGULATIONS,  1925/53 

During  the  year  samples  were  taken  of  33  articles  under  the  above  Act 
and  Regulations,  23  of  which  were  official  samples  and  10  test  samples. 
Of  the  23  official  samples,  22  were  genuine  and  I non-genuine.  The 
sample  failing  to  comply  with  the  standards  was  sausage  and  the  defaulter 
was  successfully  prosecuted. 


ICE  CREAM  (SCOTLAND)  REGULATIONS,  1948

Premises  where  ice  cream  and  milk  ices  are  manufactured  are  inspected 
regularly  and  satisfactory  cleanliness  of  premises  and  equipment  is  still 
being  maintained.  1 registration  in  respect  of  premises  was  cancelled 
during  1961,  leaving  a total  of  26  registered  premises.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  there  were  25  registrations  in  respect  of  vehicles,  the  same  as  last  year. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1912/50 

Table  No.  VI  gives  a detail  of  the  shops  in  the  area  and  the  nature  of 
business  carried  on.  Inspection  of  shops  was  carried  out  regularly  during 
the  year  and  particular  attention  paid  to  the  conditions  of  shops  where  the 
sale  of  foodstuffs  is  carried  on. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1956  (SECTION  9) 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS 

Thirty-live  Certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  approximately  4 cvvts.  of 
unsound  food.  These  certificates  mainly  related  to  tinned  or  pre-packed 
goods  which  were  blown  or  otherwise  unsound,  but  two  certificates  were 
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issued  in  respect  of  the  entire  stock  of  frozen  foods  when  refrigerators 
broke  down. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  (SCOTLAND)  REGULATIONS,  1959 

Improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  Regulations  in  over  60  premises  during  the  year,  including  hotel 
kitchens,  boarding  houses,  public  houses,  canteens,  restaurants  and  food 
shops.  Improvements  in  general  included  the  provision  of  hot  water 
supplies,  single  and  twin  stainless  steel  sinks,  wash-hand  basins,  staff 
toilet  and  cloakroom  accommodation,  provision  of  new  floors,  tiling  of 
walls,  lining  of  ceilings,  improvements  in  bakery  and  butchers’  factory 
premises  and  the  provision  of  refrigerated  display  counters  in  shops. 

Work  is  still  proceeding  in  a number  of  premises  and  it  is  hoped  that  by 
an  early  date  the  majority,  if  not  all,  will  conform  in  all  ways  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Regulations. 


FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT,  1926 

No  applications  for  the  taking  of  samples  under  the  above  Act  were 
received  during  the  year. 


PRIVATE  STREETS  AND  FOOTPATHS 

Private  streets  and  footpaths  are  being  maintained  in  a fairly  satis- 
factory condition  and  no  action  has  been  necessary  during  the  year. 


HOUSING 

Building  operations  on  the  172  houses  in  gap  sites  at  Mill  of  Haldane 
proceeded  satisfactorily,  and  the  majority  of  the  houses  were  completed 
and  occupied  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Satisfactory  progress  was  also  made 
in  the  Renton  Redevelopment  Area  and  by  early  summer  nearly  all  of  the 
houses  had  been  occupied  and  a large  number  of  tenants  rehoused  in  the 
Redevelopment. 

Negotiations  in  respect  of  Alexandria  No.  3 Development  Area  wtrs 
completed  and  building  operations  commenced  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Negotiations  with  regard  to  the  site  at  Tullichewan  were  considerably 
delayed  due  to  difficulties  about  one  section  of  the  site,  but  these  were 
ultimately  completed  in  respect  of  the  other  section  only.  This  necessi- 
tated the  revisal  of  the  Architect’s  proposed  lay-out  and  a corresponding 
reduction  in  the  number  of  houses  proposed,  but  the  alternative  lay-out 
was  finally  approved  and  the  County  Architect  was  instructed  to  proceed 
with  the  erection  of  278  houses  of  his  own  design.  It  is  hoped  that  work 
will  commence  on  these  at  an  early  date. 
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Negotiations  were  completed  with  regard  to  the  Heather  Avenue  site 
and  the  tenders  prepared  for  the  erection  of  308  houses,  and  it  is  hoped  to 
commence  the  first  phase  early  in  the  new  year. 

With  the  erection  of  the  new  Primary  School  proceeding  at  the  Dalvait 
Road  site  the  removal  of  the  problem  tenants  housed  in  the  Hostel  became 
urgent  and  after  considerable  discussion  it  was  agreed  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee  that  the  best  of  these  tenants  be  rehoused  in  casual  vacancies  in 
housing  schemes,  the  remainder  in  Maycrete  houses  as  these  became 
available,  and  that  strict  weekly  supervision  be  maintained  over  them  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Housing  Supervisor. 

The  Supervisor’s  duties  continue  to  increase  as  housing  develops  and 
in  addition  to  her  normal  duties  she  reported  on  the  following  factorage 
enquiries,  40  applications  for  permission  to  keep  lodgers,  46  applications 
for  permission  to  exchange  houses  and  98  applications  for  transfer  of 
tenancy.  147  casual  vacancies  occurred  during  the  year  consisting  of  2 — 1 
apt.  houses,  21 — 2 apt.  houses,  97—3  apt.  houses,  36 — 4 apt.  houses  and 
1 — 5 apt.  house.  Of  those  houses  which  were  suitable  for  medical  priority 
cases  the  majority  were  granted  to  applicants  whose  name  appeared  on  the 
County  Medical  Officer's  priority  lists  and  the  remainder  went  to  the 
normal  housing  list. 

It  has  been  noted  that  the  general  trend  of  allocations  favours  the  3 apt. 
list  of  applicants  rather  than  4 apt.  applicants,  but  it  is  hoped  that  with  the 
number  of  houses  coming  forward  in  the  above  schemes  this  discrepancy 
should  be  levelled  up. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Public  Health  Committee  decided  to  advertise  in 
the  local  press  to  the  effect  that  tenants  wishing  to  transfer  from  their 
present  accommodation  to  a larger  or  smaller  house  should  make  app- 
lication in  writing  to  this  office.  A considerable  number  of  mutual 
exchanges  were  arranged  in  this  way,  but  it  has  not  had  the  desired  effect 
of  effectively  relieving  overcrowding  and  under  occupancy  of  Local 
Authority  houses.

In  accordance  with  D.H.S.  Circular  11/1960  and  Section  87  of  the 
Local  Government  (Scotland)  Act,  1947,  I submit  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1961. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  public  and  private  water  supplies  within  the  Eastern  Area  of  the 
County  have  been  plentiful  and  pure.  A few  complaints  have  been  dealt 
with  in  the  Cumbernauld  New  Town  Area,  these  complaints  mostly 
arising  from  disturbances  in  the  mains  through  pipe  laying  and  scouring, 
but  this  is  unavoidable  in  the  building  of  a New  Town.  The  new  Water 
Tower  at  Carrickstone  will  soon  be  in  operation  and  will  ensure  an  ample 
supply  to  the  New  Town  Development.

DRAINAGE  SYSTEMS 
SEWAGE  PURIFICATION  AND  DISPOSAL 

On  the  whole,  the  Sewage  Disposal  Plants,  with  the  exception  of  one, 
within  the  Eastern  Area  of  the  County  have  functioned  fairly  satisfactorily, 
although  the  disposal  of  sludge  continues  to  be  a problem — a problem  yet 
to  be  solved  satisfactorily  from  a Public  Health  point  of  view. 

The  one  exception  above  mentioned  concerns  Croy  where  the  disposal 
works  are  now  overloaded,  the  effluent  discharging  into  the  Board  Burn 
being  of  a poor  standard  and  causing  complaint  from  local  farmers. 

The  drainage  systems  being  laid  in  the  New  Town  area  continue  to  be 
closely  supervised  and  tested.  Nothing  outstanding  falls  to  be  reported 
in  this  connection. 
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RIVERS  POLLUTION 

Close  co-operation  continues  to  exist  between  this  Department  and 
the  Rivers  Purification  Board,  and  during  the  year  many  consultations 
have  been  held  with  the  Inspector. 

Piggeries  continue  to  be  the  main  source  of  worry.  No  matter  how  well 
designed  a drainage  system  may  be,  if  the  proprietor  fails  to  see  that  it  is 
well  maintained,  then  everybody's  time  has  been  wasted. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1914 

Visitation  to  all  premises  was  carried  out  this  year,  arid  conditions 
found  were  fairly  good.  One  farm  was  taken  over  by  the  New  Town,  one 
new  byre  was  built,  and  two  farms  installed  Bulk  Milk  Tanks,  one  with 
extended  milk  lift  to  save  carrying  milk  from  byre  to  the  Dairy.

Custom  dies  hard.  This  statement  could  readily  be  applied  to  many 
sections  of  the  Meat  Trade.  Sampling  of  meat  during  the  year,  especially 
in  the  form  of  linked  and  sliced  sausages,  disclosed  that  the  use  of  permitted 
preservatives  is  made  in  most  instances.  Modern  refrigeration  of  display 
counters  does  decrease  the  possibility  of  early  decomposition  and,  in  my 
opinion,  the  practice  of  adding  preservatives  should  not  be  necessary. 

The  advent  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (Scotland)  Regulations  has  hastened 
the  hygienic  pre-packing  of  many  commodities;  also,  the  Regulations 
governing  the  quality  and  quantity  of  permitted  additives  have  decreased 
the  possibility  of  adulteration. 

During  the  year,  many  visits  to  shops  were  made  and  “blown”  tins  of 
food  were  examined,  condemned,  siczcd  and  disposed  of  by  my  Inspectors. 

Proceedings  in  Court  were  instituted  in  two  instances.  In  one  only, 
the  offending  party  was  fined  £7.  Unfortunately,  in  the  other  case,  there 
arose  conflicting  results  of  analyses  in  two  of  the  three  portions  of  the 
sample  taken,  and  because  of  this  the  case  was  abandoned.

FOOD  HYGIENE  (SCOTLAND)  REGULATIONS,  1959 

Excellent  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  provision  of 
all  facilities  demanded  under  the  above  Regulations. 

Many  inspections  of  premises  and  meetings  with  owners,  factors  and 
tenants  of  shops,  licensed  premises,  working  bakeries,  bakers  and  con- 
fectioners, butchers,  etc.,  were  made,  and  the  necessary  work  put  in  hand. 

Licensed  premises  have  carried  out  the  installation  of  hot  water  and 
twin  stainless  steel  sinks  behind  the  counters,  also  modernisation  and 
redecoration  of  their  premises. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  butchers'  shops  in  the  Area. 
Conditions  found,  especially  in  back  premises,  were  far  from  satisfactory. 
A regular  clean  up  was  instituted  and  I am  pleased  to  state  that  con- 
siderable improvement  can  now  be  reported.  The  use  of  ceramic  and 
plastic  tiles  for  walls  was  suggested;  stainless  steel  benches  with  small, 
easily  cleaned  cutting  and  trimming  blocks,  advised;  hot  water  supplies 
giving  a continuous  flow  have  been  installed.  A number  of  shops  have 
still  to  be  completed  and  I am  certain  that  the  required  standard  will  be 
attained  in  the  near  future. 
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Catering  establishments  within  the  Eastern  Area  arc  in  fairly  good 
shape.  Of  the  three  Hotels  mentioned  in  my  previous  report,  one  has 
been  completely  renovated  and  is  now  in  first  class  condition.  Another 
has  commenced  the  complete  rebuilding  of  kitchen  and  dining  room 
accommodation,  while  the  remaining  Hotel  is  having  plans  prepared  for 
the  complete  reconstruction  of  kitchen,  dining  room  and  public  lounge 
facilities.  Tea-rooms  have  carried  out  many  alterations  although,  in  one 
instance,  the  kitchen  premises  are  far  from  satisfactory.  This  is  having 
mv  attention. 

Working  bakeries  are  in  excellent  condition  and  I must  report  that  the 
one  mentioned  as  unsatisfactory  in  my  last  report  has  now  carried  out 
part  of  the  reconstruction  programme  agreed  on,  and  will  complete  the 
remainder  of  the  work  in  the  very  near  future. 

Grocers  shops  are  still  not  up  to  the  required  standard  in  many 
instances.  Lack  of  space,  especially  in  back  premises,  means  that  exten- 
sion where  possible  is  the  only  solution.  This  has  been  suggested  and  is 
likely  to  be  carried  out  where  required. 

Plans  submitted  for  new  shops  have,  in  all  cases,  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Regulations.  Ample  back  premises  have  been 
insisted  on.

Refuse  from  this  area  continues  to  become  more  bulky  than  weighty 
and  this  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  steady  drift  away  from  coal  to 
electricity  and  gas  for  heating. 

Some  trouble  was  experienced  with  BSN903  during  the  year,  and  a 
fair  amount  of  money  was  spent  on  maintenance.  The  trouble  is  mostly 
due  to  age,  and  fair  wear  and  tear.  A replacement  for  this  vehicle  will 
have  to  be  seriously  considered. 

It  was  necessary  to  purchase  a temporary  Cleansing  Vehicle  from 
Port  Glasgow  to  carry  on  the  service  while  BSN903  was  off  the  road. 
This  temporary  vehicle  was  subsequently  sold  to  Cumbernauld  New 
Town  Cleansing  District  to  help  out,  pending  delivery  of  a new'  wagon.

The  above  vehicles  are  at  present  giving  good  service  in  the  New  Town 
area.  It  was  found  necessary  to  purchase  a temporary  vehicle  from  Old 
Kilpatrick  District  Council  to  tide  over  pending  delivery  of  Shelvoke  & 
Drew  ry  Newcastle  Body  Cleansing  vehicle  early  next  year. 

No  serious  labour  troubles  ware  experienced  and  the  incidence  of 
sickness  has  been  fairly  low. 

The  vehicles  are  garaged  at  Craiglinn  Depot  and  South  Muirhead 
respectively. 

Hie  dumping  of  sewage  sludge  in  Smithstone  Coup  continued  to  give 
concern  throughout  the  year.  The  increased  volume  of  sludge  w’as  flooding 
the  quarry  floor  and  aflccting  the  stability  of  the  lower  coup  face,  and  it 
had  become  necessary  to  dump  refuse  over  the  high  quarry  face,  which 
was  dangerous  for  vehicles  and  men. 

As  a result  of  representations  from  the  District  Council  and  myself,  a 
meeting  was  held  between  the  District  Council  and  the  Eastern  Area  Sub- 
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Committee  of  the  Special  Districts  Committee.  At  that  meeting,  it  was 
decided  that  the  administration  of  the  Coup  would  be  transferred  to 
Special  Districts  who  would  be  responsible  for  all  expenses  in  the  forma- 
tion of  roads  and  necessary  plant  to  deal  with  the  mixing  of  refuse  and 
sludge.  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  this  arrangement  will  abate  the 
existing  nuisance  at  the  Coup  caused  by  the  prolonged  dumping  of  sludge, 
against  which  1 have  been  protesting  for  years.

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Work  and  planning  in  the  New  Town  area  have  grown  to  such  an 
extent  that  consideration  will  require  to  be  given  to  the  appointment  of  a 
qualified  Street  Lighting  Assistant,  and  this  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Staffing  Committee. 

At  the  request  of  the  Scottish  Home  Department,  Roads  Division,  the 
lighting  of  Auchenkiln  Roundabout  was  carried  out  by  this  Department. 
The  Roundabout  is  lit  by  16  Ambcrline  cut-off  Lanterns  with  200W 
Linear  Sodium  Lamps  mounted  on  35'0"  Steel  Poles.  The  usual  Bollards 
and  Warning  Signs  were  also  installed. 

From  a Street  Lighting  Engineer’s  point  of  view,  this  must  be  one  of 
the  best  lit  (if  not  the  best  lit)  Roundabouts  this  side  of  the  Border. 
Capital  cost  and  maintenance  charges  arc  borne  by  the  Roads  Authority. 

Capital  works  to  the  value  of  £7,534  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 
Capital  works  planned  and  estimated,  amounted  to  £57,235. 


GENERAL 

Another  year  of  activity  in  the  New  Town,  but  still  not  producing  the 
number  of  houses  anticipated.  Some  lighting  schemes  are  slightly  ahead 
of  schedule  through  this  lag. 

The  development  of  Old  Kilpatrick,  at  Kirkton  and  Thistleneuk,  is 
proceeding  rapidly,  and,  when  completed,  this  will  undoubtedly  be  the 
most  picturesque  site  in  the  County.

v Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Department  was  kept  fully  occupied  throughout  the  year  in 
carrying  out  work  in  connection  with  the  New  Town  at  Cumbernauld  and 
the  County  Area. 

In  the  year  there  were  177  cremations  at  the  Crematorium  at  Cardross 
and  an  inspection  was  made  by  Medical  Inspectors  of  the  Department  of 
Health. 

Teething  troubles  have  been  experienced  with  the  Dano  Composting 
plant  at  Dalmoak  but  these  are  being  overcome.  The  arrangements  for 
the  sale  of  metals,  rags,  waste  paper  and  glass  have  worked  satisfactorily. 
Regarding  the  sale  of  compost  the  original  contractor  asked  to  be  relieved 
of  his  contract  and  this  was  agreed.  Another  contractor  made  an  offer  but 
financial  arrangements  could  not  be  finalised  with  the  result  that  compost 
can  be  sold  to  any  contractor,  company  or  private  person.  An  advertising 
campaign  is  being  launched  to  stimulate  sales. 

Following  upon  the  decision  to  adopt  composting  as  a means  of 
disposal  of  refuse  and  sewage  sludge  at  Cumbernauld  New  Town  it  has 
been  agreed  to  erect  a plant  at  Dunns  Wood  to  serve  20,000  persons  in  the 
first  instance. 

In  connection  with  the  investigations  into  the  increased  water  demands 
for  Mid-Scotland  the  Working  Parties  set  up  have  held  meetings  during 
the  year. 

There  were  two  increases  in  the  interest  rates  for  monies  borrowed 
through  the  Public  Works  Loan  Board  the  greatest  increase  being  in 
August  with  a rise  of  f % in  long  term  loans  with  limited  relaxation  in 
November.  In  addition  the  Government  were  not  prepared  to  approve 
schemes  of  a major  nature. 

A complaint  under  Section  73  of  the  Water  (Scotland)  Act,  194<  s 
made  against  the  Council  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  John  Lawrence  (Glas  w) 
Ltd.,  on  the  grounds  of  their  being  unable  to  develop  an  area  of  land  at 
West  Mains,  Milngavie,  for  private  residential  dwelling  houses  owing  to  the 
failure  of  the  local  water  authority  to  make  a supply  of  water  available 
thereto.  A Public  Enquiry  was  held  in  September  when  the  Council  along 
with  the  Clydebank  and  District  Water  Trust,  Milngavie  Town  Council 
and  Glasgow  Corporation  were  required  to  appear  and  be  heard.  The 
findings  of  the  reporter  have  not  been  made  known. 

During  the  year  a Town  Planning  Assistant  resigned  and  two  new 
appointments  were  made.  Two  Engineering  Assistants  resigned  but  only 
one  post  could  be  filled  following  public  advertisement. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 
General 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  approximately  25%  above  average,  the 
highest  incidence  of  rainfall  being  in  the  Autumn. 

No  progress  was  made  in  the  talks  with  the  Stirlingshire  and  Falkirk 
Water  Board  regarding  Rcgionalisation. 

The  Department  of  Health  again  were  not  able  to  sanction  the  laying 
of  the  water  main,  from  Loch  Sloy  to  Glen  Douglas  due  to  restrictions  on 
expenditure. 

Detection  of  waste  and  misuse  of  water  was  continued  and  the  results 
have  shown  its  efficacy. 

Arrochar  and  Tarbet  Water  Supply  Area 

Throughout  the  year  the  water  supply  position  continued  to  be 
satisfactory.  In  the  Spring  the  reservoir  was  drained  and  the  silt  removed. 

Two  burst  mains  were  repaired,  thirty  notices  served  on  owners 
regarding  waste  of  water  and  one  new  connection  given  off.  The  ten 
meters  in  the  area  recorded  a consumpt  of  6,077,000  gallons  an  increase  of 

1.125.000  over  the  previous  year. 

Gareloch  Water  Supply  Area 

The  reservoirs  at  Auchengaich,  Rhu  and  Whistlefield  provided  ample 
supplies  to  meet  all  demands  during  the  year. 

Seventy-nine  notices  were  served  on  owners  of  property  where 
defective  fittings  and  waste  of  water  was  detected.  Ten  bursts  on  mains 
were  repaired,  four  underground  bursts  on  communication  pipes  were 
repaired,  three  connections  renewed  and  six  new  connections  given  off. 

62.866.000  gallons  of  water  were  recorded  as  passing  through  the  seventy- 
seven  metered  supplies.  Seven  meters  were  repaired.

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Central  Water  Supply  Area 

Six  hundred  and  eighteen  notices  drawing  attention  to  defective  pipes 
and  fittings  were  served  on  property  owners  during  the  year.  Forty-three 
underground  bursts  on  communication  pipes  and  twenty-three  bursts  on 
water  mains  were  repaired.  One  hundred  and  seventy  new  connections 
were  given  off,  seventeen  renewed,  six  cleaned  and  seventeen  sealed  off. 

Asker  Area 

The  reservoir  which  has  a capacity  of  882,000  gallons  was  full  through- 
out the  year  and  ample  supplies  were  available  with  the  filters  operating 
satisfactorily. 

3.073.000  gallons  were  supplied  to  the  nine  metered  supplies,  this  figure 
being  458,000  gallons  less  than  the  consumpt  last  year. 

Cardross  and  Craigendorart  Area 

A satisfactory  supply  was  maintained  by  Carman  Reservoir  through- 
out the  year. 

The  total  consumpt  of  the  23  metered  supplies  amounted  to  5,128,000 
gallons  an  increase  of  1,000  gallons  over  the  previous  year. 

Renton  Area 

The  Vale  of  Leven  Area  augmented  this  supply  during  the  year.  The 
reservoir  at  Carman  which  has  a capacity  of  78,506,000  gallons  was  full 
for  five  months  of  the  year,  the  lowest  level  being  reached  in  July.  The 
rainfall  recorded  at  the  Reservoir  was  58.73  inches,  the  driest  month  being 
May  with  2.36  inches  and  the  wettest  October  with  8.18  inches. 

The  Burgh  of  Dumbarton  received  30,661,000  gallons  from  this 
source,  an  increase  of  6,485,000  gallons  over  the  previous  year. 

8.874.000  gallons  were  supplied  to  the  23  metered  consumers  a decrease 
of  951,000  gallons  over  1960. 

Vale  of  Leven  Area 

All  demands  were  adequately  met  by  Loch  Finlas  Reservoir,  and 
augmentation  was  given  to  the  Bowling  and  Renton  Areas  and  bulk 
supplies  to  the  Burgh  of  Dumbarton. 

100.69  inches  of  rain  were  recorded,  the  wettest  month  being  August 
with  1 1.96  inches  and  the  driest  June  with  4.64  inches.  The  reservoir  was 
full  for  eleven  months  and  at  its  lowest  level  in  May  was  25,000,000  gallons 
below  the  full  capacity  of  250,198,000  gallons. 

The  filters  at  Loch  Finlas  and  Overton  continued  to  function  satis- 
factorily and  the  campaign  against  waste  and  misuse  of  water  was  con- 
tinued. 

448.529.000  gallons  were  used  in  the  area  showing  an  increase  of 

10,545,000  gallons  over  last  year’s  figures.  The  industrial  consumpt 
through  109  meters  recorded  187,976,000  gallons  a decrease  of  10,546.000 
gallons  as  compared  with  last  year.  Of  the  industrial  consumpt  90,580,000 
gallons  were  supplied  to  the  Strathlevcn  Industrial  Estate  showing  an 
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increase  of  14,762,000  gallons  over  last  year’s  figures.  When  allowance 
has  been  made  for  industry  the  domestic  consumpt  was  35.9  gallons  per 
head. 

The  Burgh  of  Dumbarton  received  6,947,000  gallons  from  the  trunk 
main  leading  to  Bowling. 

4,364,000  gallons  of  water  were  supplied  to  the  22  metered  supplies  in 
the  Luss  Road  Area — an  increase  of  627,000  gallons. 

Water  Mains  were  laid  at  the  Council’s  Housing  Developments  at  Gap 
Site,  Haldane,  and  arc  being  laid  at  Tullichcwan.  Mains  were  also  laid  at 
the  Private  Housing  Development  at  Haldane. 

Work  has  started  on  the  laying  of  the  replacement  main  from  Loch 
Finlas. 

Luss  Area 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  continued  to  be  satisfactory. 

Kilmaronock  Area 

An  ample  supply  to  the  area  was  provided  from  Loch  Finlas  Reservoir. 
The  77  metered  supplies  recorded  a total  consumpt  for  the  year  of 

16.843.000  a decrease  of  73,000  gallons  as  compared  with  last  year. 

Bowling  Area 

The  supply  was  satisfactory  during  the  year  and  continued  to  be 
augmented  from  Loch  Finlas  Reservoir. 

Bowling  Reservoir,  which  has  a capacity  of  4,658,000  gallons,  was 
full  for  six  months  of  the  year  and  the  total  water  consumpt  in  the  area  was 

82.588.000  gallons  of  which  37,791,000  gallons  were  supplied  from  Bowling 
and  44,797,000  gallons  from  Loch  Finlas.  Thirty  metered  supplies 
consumed  33,928,000  gallons,  a reduction  of  1,050,000  gallons  from  the 
previous  year. 

The  rainfall  recorded  was  54.80  inches  for  the  year  and  the  wettest 
month  was  October  with  7.54  inches  and  the  driest  June  with  1.81  inches. 

Old  Kilpatrick  Area 

Burnbrae  Reservoir  which  has  a storage  capacity  of  33,103,000  gallons, 
was  full  for  six  months  of  the  year,  the  lowest  level  being  reached  in  July. 
The  consumpt  for  the  Area  was  46,143,000  gallons  an  increase  of  6,560,000 
gallons  over  last  year. 

The  total  consumpt  for  the  23  metered  consumers  was  18,229,000 
gallons  a reduction  of  4,052,000  gallons  from  1960. 

Water  Mains  were  laid  in  an  extension  to  the  Council’s  Housing 
Development  at  Kirkton. 

Clydebank  and  District  Water  Trust 

The  Trust  provided  satisfactory  supplies  to  Duntocher  and  Hardgatc. 

Eastern  Area 

The  area  is  served  by  bulk  supply  from  the  Stirlingshire  and  Falkirk 
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Water  Board.  During  the  year  451,720,000  gallons  were  received  at  the 
Red  Burn  connection  of  which  131,720,000  gallons  were  passed  on  to 
Stirling  County  at  Twechar  making  a nett  total  of  320,000,000  gallons  and 
17,479,000  gallons  were  received  at  Masonfield  making  a total  consumpt 
in  the  area  of  337,479,000  gallons  which  is  an  increase  of  8,246,000  gallons 
over  1960. 

A contract  for  scraping  and  re-lining  1,000  lineal  yards  of  water 
main  at  Condorrat  was  carried  out. 

Seventy-one  burst  mains  were  repaired  and  thirteen  leaking  joints  had 
to  receive  attention. 

The  176  metered  supplies  consumed  138,168,000  gallons  during  the 
year,  an  increase  of  4,602,000  gallons  over  last  year’s  figure.

119  new  connections  were  given  off,  6 were  renewed  and  19  cut  off. 
The  number  of  new  connections  given  off  reflects  the  steady  growth  of  the 
New  Town  at  Cumbernauld. 

The  construction  of  the  new  one-half  million  gallon  capacity  Elevated 
Clear  Water  Storage  Tank  at  Carrickstone  proceeded  satisfactorily. 

Water  Mains  were  completed  at  Housing  Developments  at  Muirhcad 
I,  II  and  IV,  Seafar  II,  III,  IV  and  V and  Carbrain  I,  II  III  and  IV. 


DRAINAGE 

General 

The  Council  have  not  had  any  success  in  obtaining  approval  from  the 
Department  of  Health  to  proceed  with  the  drainage  schemes  for  Rosneath, 
Clynder  and  Shandon  or  for  Castlecary  but  discussions  are  still  pro- 
ceeding. 

Reports  are  received  regularly  from  the  Clyde  River  Purification  Board 
and  the  Forth  River  Purification  Board  regarding  the  analyses  of  effluents 
from  Sewage  Treatment  Works.  This  co-operation  has  proved  most 
helpful  and  invaluable. 

The  Dunbartonshire  Special  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  District 
was  intended  at  Milton  to  include  an  area  developed  privately. 
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Dunbartonshire  Special  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  District 

Western  Area 

Arrochar  and  Tarbet  Area 

The  sewers  and  detritus  tanks  in  the  area  functioned  satisfactorily 
during  the  year. 

Garelochhead  Area 

The  sewers  and  detritus  tanks  in  the  area  have  been  satisfactorily 
maintained. 

Rhu  Area  , 

The  sewers  and  detritus  tanks  operated  satisfactorily. 

Craigendoran  Area 

The  sewers  and  detritus  tanks  were  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 
Vale  of  Leven  and  Renton  Area 

The  sewers  and  pumping  stations  were  maintained  satisfactorily.  The 
inflow  of  sewage  pumped  at  Dalmoak  Pumping  Station  was  345,405,000 
gallons.  Sewers  were  laid  to  serve  the  Private  Housing  Development  at 
Haldane  and  at  Smollett  Street.  Site  sewers  were  also  laid  at  the  Council’s 
Housing  Development  at  Haldane  Gap  Sites  and  are  being  laid  at  Tulli- 
chewan. 

Gartocharn  Area 

The  sewers  and  sewage  treatment  works  functioned  satisfactorily 
during  the  year. 

Bowling  Area 

The  sewers  and  detritus  tanks  were  satisfactory.  The  Council  acquired 
a private  sewer  which  had  been  laid  to  serve  a private  development  in 
Overton  Road,  Milton. 

Old  Kilpatrick  Area 

The  sewers  and  detritus  tanks  worked  satisfactorily  through  the  year. 
Sewers  were  laid  in  the  extension  to  the  Council’s  Housing  Development  at 
Kirkton. 

Dunt ocher  Area 

The  sewers  were  maintained  satisfactorily. 

A contract  for  the  laying  of  sewers  to  serve  a Private  Development  at 
Cochno  is  proceeding. 


Eastern  Area 

Waterside  Area 

The  sewers  and  sewage  treatment  works  operated  satisfactorily  during 
the  year. 
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Croy  Area 

The  sewers  were  maintained  satisfactorily  but  the  treatment  works  had 
to  be  given  special  attention. 

Twechar  Area 

The  sewers  and  sewage  treatment  works  continued  to  operate  satis- 
factorily. 

Dull  at  ur  Area 

The  sewers  and  sewage  treatment  works  were  satisfactorily  maintained. 


Cumbernauld  New  Town  Special  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

District 

Under  the  agency  agreement  close  liasion  was  maintained  with  the 
Development  Corporation  in  the  design  of  sewerage  works. 

The  first  development  at  the  Dunns  Wood  Sewage  Treatment  Works 
was  put  into  operation  in  the  early  Summer  and  consequently  the  Cumber- 
nauld Sewage  Treatment  Works  was  taken  out  of  use.  A Sewage  Works 
Manager  has  been  appointed  to  control  the  operation  of  the  Dunns  Wood 
and  the  Condorrat  Works. 

Sewer  contracts  completed  during  the  year  included  an  extension  to  the 
Bog  Stank  Outfall  Sewer,  an  extension  to  the  Red  Burn  Outfall  Sewer 
carried  out  under  the  agency  agreement  and  the  Blairlinn  Sewer  and  Old 
Inns  sewer  extension  which  were  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

Sewer  laying  contracts  were  completed  at  Housing  Developments 
KildrumV,  Seafar  II,  HI  and  IV,  Muirhead  I and  IV  and  Carbrain  I and  II. 

Contracts  are  proceeding  for  sewers  in  developments  at  Carbrain  III 
and  IV,  Muirhead  II  and  III.  Outfall  Sewers  are  being  laid  at  Carbrain 
and  Tollpark. 


CINEMATOGRAPH  ACTS 

Premises  holding  licences  under  the  Acts  were  inspected  and  authority 
given  for  the  renewal  of  licences. 

The  premises  inspected  and  licensed  were  as  undernoted: — 

1.  Renton  Public  Hall,  Renton. 

2.  Strand  Cinema,  Alexandria. 

3.  Vale  of  Leven  Public  Hall.

An  application  to  permit  dancing  on  Sunday  evenings  in  the  Renton 
Public  Hall  was  refused  and  the'licence  was  renewed  on  the  basis  of  film 
exhibitions  on  Sunday  and  Monday  and  public  dancing  on  four  nights 
with  one  night  in  midweek  for  staff  holidays. 

Subsequently  the  licensee  advised  that  the  free  night  was  now  being 
utilised  for  the  playing  of  Bingo. 
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THEATRES  ACT 

Applications  were  received  for  permission  to  hold  theatrical  perfor- 
mances in  the  following  halls: —

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING 

In  the  planning  field  the  year  was  marked  by  the  Council’s  approval  of 
the  Part  Development  Plan  for  the  Western  Area  of  the  County  and  the 
Secretary  of  State's  approval  of  the  Town  Development  Scheme  for 
Kirkintilloch. 


Development  Plans 

Kirkintilloch  Part  Area 

In  March  the  Secretary  of  State  approved  the  formal  amendment  of  the 
Kirkintilloch  Part  Development  Plan  arising  from  the  Tovm  Council’s 
Town  Development  Scheme.  Detailed  proposals  for  the  Scheme,  in 
accordance  with  the  zoning  provisions  of  the  Amendment  Map,  were 
submitted  by  the  Town  Council  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  As  a result  of  the 
Secretary  of  State’s  approval  of  a minor  amendment  affecting  land  at 
Cowgate,  a Purchase  Notice  which  had  been  served  on  the  Council  under 
Section  38  (2)  of  the  1959  Act  was  withdrawn.  The  Secretary  of  State 
issued  a Direction  under  Article  8 of  the  General  Development  Order,  1950, 
in  respect  of  the  re-zoning  of  an  area  of  agricultural  land  for  residential 
purposes  at  Oxgang. 

The  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State  has  also  been  sought  for 
amendments  necessitated  by  the  adjustment  of  the  boundary  of  school 
playing  fields  at  Easter  Boghead  and  the  extension  of  school  playing 
fields  at  Gallowhill.  A public  inquiry  will  be  necessary  as  objections  to  the 
amendment  have  been  intimated. 

Kilpatricks  Part  Area 

Prospective  developers  have  maintained  their  objections  to  the  Secretary 
of  State’s  proposal  to  modify  the  provisions  of  the  Kilpatricks  Part 
Development  Plan  and  a public  inquiry  has  been  fixed  for  January  of 
next  year.  A public  inquiry  was  held  in  November  to  deal  with  objections 
to  a proposal  to  alter  the  zoning  of  land  at  Hungry  Hill,  Bearsden,  to 
permit  the  erection  of  a college  of  education  and  a convent. 

Three  further  amendments  were  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
in  the  course  of  the  year.  These  involved  land  at  Craigton  Road  and 
Cloberfield,  Milngavie,  and  Castlehill,  Bearsden. 

Western  Part  Area 

In  September  the  Council  formally  approved  the  Part  Development 
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Plan  for  the  Western  Area  of  the  County  and  directed  that  it  be  submitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  State.  To  date  seventeen  objections  have  been  received. 

Vale  ofLeven  Part  Area 

Amendments  affecting  land  at  Queen  Street,  Alexandria,  Ladyton 
Farm,  Bonhill,  and  Bodylines  Camp  and  Kilmalid,  Strathleven,  were 
referred  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  approval  during  the  year. 

Consultations  with  Adjoining  Authorities 

In  conjunction  with  the  County  Councils  of  Lanark,  Stirling  and 
Renfrew  the  Council  lodged  objections  to  the  provisions  for  housing 
development  at  Summerston  contained  in  the  Quinquennial  Review  of  the 
Development  Plan  for  Glasgow.  Evidence  in  support  of  the  Council’s 
objections  was  led  at  a public  inquiry  in  March. 

Interim  Development  Control 

As  predicted  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report  a large  number  of  app- 
lications were  received  for  licensed  betting  offices.  The  Council  gave  long 
and  careful  consideration  to  the  proposals,  inspecting  each  of  the  premises 
concerned.  To  achieve  consistency  in  their  decisions  the  Council  formu- 
lated a policy  against  which  each  proposal  could  be  judged.  The  app- 
lication of  this  policy  resulted  in  planning  permission  being  granted  for 
eleven  betting  offices  and  for  refusal  of  consent  in  27  cases.  Sixteen 
appeals  were  subsequently  lodged. 

The  Council  decided  to  make  Revocation  Orders  in  respect  of  petrol 
filling  stations  at  Cardross  and  Bearsden  and  housing  at  Bearsden.  The 
confirmation  of  the  Secretary  of  State  is  awaited. 

The  Secretary  of  State  called  in  three  applications  during  the  year. 
Public  inquiries  have  been  held  in  connection  with  two  of  them  and  a 
hearing  for  the  third  case  is  pending.  The  establishment  of  a caravan  park 
at  Ardlui  was  conditionally  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  He  also 
conditionally  approved  the  extension  of  the  working  area  and  the  time 
limit  in  the  case  of  sand  workings  at  Mid  Ross,  Loch  Lomondside.  The 
difficulty  of  enforcing  some  of  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  was  raised  by  the  Council  but  the  Secretary  of  State  declared  himself 
satisfied  that  the  conditions  were  sufficiently  specific  to  protect  the  public 
interest. 

The  refusal  of  planning  permission  for  the  development  of  part  of  an 
estate  at  Bowling  led  to  the  service  of  a Purchase  Notice  under  Section  17 
of  the  1947  Act.  The  Notice  was  opposed  by  the  Council  and  the  Secretary 
of  State  supported  their  action  by  declining  to  confirm  the  Notice. 

The  arrangements  for  dealing  with  planning  applications  affecting 
trunk  roads  was  altered  during  the  year.  The  former  practice  of  calling 
in  such  applications  for  determination  by  the  Secretary  of  State  had  proved 
to  be  the  cause  of  considerable  delay  and  was  abandoned  in  favour  of  the 
issue,  where  necessary,  by  the  Home  Department,  of  a direction  under 
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Article  7 of  the  General  Development  Order,  1950,  requiring  the  refusal 
of  planning  permission  or  the  imposition  of  conditions. 

Applications  for  planning  permission  submitted  during  the  year 
totalled  757,  63  fewer  than  the  total  for  the  previous  year.  Included  in  the 
aggregate  figure  were  94  provisional  applications,  an  increase  of  four  over 
the  total  of  such  applications  received  last  year.  The  overall  figure  also 
included  35  applications  which  proved  to  be  permitted  development  under 
the  General  Development  Order,  1950,  as  against  52  similar  applications 
submitted  in  the  preceding  year.

TREE  PRESERVATION 

The  Council  gave  consideration  to  the  making  of  a Tree  Preservation 
Order  for  all  the  woodland  areas  on  the  southern  slopes  of  the  Kilpatrick 
Hills.  As  the  survey  and  the  preparation  of  the  necessary  plans  and  docu- 
ments would  delay  other  work  with  which  the  Council  were  anxious  to 
proceed,  itwas  decided,  for  the  time  being  to  make  an  Order  only  for  certain 
areas  at  Gavinburn  which  were  threatened  by  the  Forestry  Commision’s 
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proposal  to  issue  a felling  licence  conditional  upon  the  replanting  of  only 
on  third  of  the  area  concerned.  A public  inquiry  to  deal  with  objections 
to  the  Order  is  pending. 


APPEALS 

Eighteen  appeals  were  dealt  with  in  the  course  of  the  year.  Eight 
appeals  were  dismissed  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  five  were  upheld  and 
five  were  withdrawn.  Two  appeals  in  the  last  category  were  withdrawn 
following  adjustments  of  the  proposals  to  the  Council’s  satisfaction. 
Details  of  the  Appeals  are  as  follows. — 

1 . Condorrat 

An  appeal  concerning  the  establishment  of  a petrol  filling  station  at 
Condorrat  was  dismissed  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

2.  Cardross 

The  Secretary  of  State  upheld  an  appeal  arising  from  the  Council’s 
refusal  of  planning  permission  for  the  erection  of  a petrol  filling 
station  at  Cardross.

ELECTRICITY 

In  June  the  Council  approved  the  amended  routing  of  the  proposed 
275kV  electricity  transmission  line  from  Loch  Awe  to  Windyhill,  Bearsden. 
Later  in  the  year  the  Council  were  notified  that  a public  inquiry  is  to  be 
held  to  deal  with  the  objections  to  the  project  and  the  Council  made 
representations  against  an  alternative  route  suggested  by  Glasgow  Cor- 
poration. An  amendment  of  the  route  of  the  275kV  electricity  transmission 
line  from  Neilstcn  to  Windyhill  was  also  approved,  in  addition  to  a 
deviation  of  the  33kV  line  from  Strathleven  to  Dumbarton. 

In  the  area  administered  by  the  Clyde  Area  of  the  South  of  Scotland 
Electricity  Board,  approval  was  granted  for  the  installation  of  high  voltage 
and  low  voltage  overhead  lines  at  Finnart,  Portincaple,  Garelochhead, 
Clyndcr,  Kilcreggan,  Arden,  Camis  Eskan,  Cardross  and  Duntocher. 

The  Lanarkshire  Area  of  the  Board  was  granted  consent  for  the 
erection  of  a high  voltage  overhead  line  at  Kirkintilloch,  the  Centra)  Area 
obtained  permission  for  the  deviation  of  an  overhead  line  at  Cumbernauld 
and  the  Stirlingshire  Area  were  given  approval  for  the  erection  of  high 
voltage  and  low  voltage  overhead  lines  at  Cumbernauld,  Croy  and 
Condorrat. 

The  Council  also  approved  proposals  for  the  erection  of  high  voltage 
and  low  voltage  overhead  lines  at  Inchmurrin  and  Arrochar  by  the  North 
of  Scotland  Hydro-Electric  Board. 


POST  OFFICE 

Negotiations  for  the  establishment  of  a postal  sorting  office  in  the 
Bcarsden/Milngavie  district  proceeded  throughout  the  year.  As  Bearsden 
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Town  Council  and  local  residents  maintained  their  opposition  to  the  use 
of  a site  at  Mosshcad  Road,  Burnbrae,  the  Ministry  of  Works  requested 
approval  of  one  site  at  Hillfoot  Station,  Bearsdcn,  and  another  at  Mains 
Lane,  Milngavie.  The  first  site  was  approved  by  the  County  Council,  but 
the  second  one  was  opposed. 

The  erection  of  posts  at  Alexandria  and  Kirkintilloch  and  the  install- 
ation of  a pillar  box  at  Lenzie  were  also  approved  by  the  Council. 


REDEVELOPMENT 

Comprehensive  Development  Area  No.  1 — Renton 

The  acquisition  and  demolition  of  properties  within  the  first  stage  of 
the  redevelopment  of  the  central  area  of  Renton  continued  at  a satisfactory 
rate  throughout  the  year.  A Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for  the  remainder 
of  the  area  not  covered  by  previous  minor  Orders  was  submitted  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  in  June.  Although  most  of  the  subsequent  objections 
were  resolved  after  a series  of  explanatory  meetings  several  remain 
outstanding. 

Comprehensive  Development  Area  No.  2 — Old  Kilpatrick 

Modification  plans  outlining  revisions  to  the  layout  of  the  Kirkton  area 
of  Old  Kilpatrick  were  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  in  March. 
Of  the  twelve  objections  to  the  original  submission,  five  remained  un- 
resolved and  a public  inquiry  into  these,  and  into  the  relative  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order,  was  held  in  October. 

Further  acquisitions  of  land  and  property  were  made  during  the  year 
and  indications  are  that  progress  will  be  made  substantially  in  advance  of 
the  phasing  shown  on  the  relevant  Comprehensive  Development  Area  plans. 
This  has  been  made  possible  by  the  Council’s  ability  to  purchase  several 
properties  by  agreement. 

Comprehensive  Development  Area  No.  3 — Alexandria 

A public  inquiry  into  the  Comprehensive  Development  Area  proposals 
for  a portion  of  the  central  area  of  Alexandria  was  due  to  be  held  in  March, 
but  as  all  objections  were  withdrawn  a hearing  proved  to  be  unnecessary. 
Similarly  all  objections  to  the  relative  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  were 
resolved  satisfactorily  and  it  is  hoped  that  approval  of  this  Order  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  will  be  announced  very  shortly. 

This  will  facilitate  the  acquisition  of  several  properties  which  are 
necessary  to  enable  redevelopment  of  the  next  section  of  the  first  stage  to 
proceed. 

Comprehensive  Development  Area  No.  4 — Alexandria 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a Development  Company  intimated  their 
interest  in  the  redevelopment  of  this  part  of  the  central  area  of  Alexandria 
for  commercial  purposes.  A meeting  was  held  with  the  Company  in  April 
at  which  they  expressed  their  willingness  to  carry  out  a survey  of  the  area 
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and  to  submit  proposals  for  redevelopment,  in  consultation  with  the 
Council,  without  obligation. 

Premises  in  Bank  Street  were  offered  for  sale  to  the  Council  in  March 
and  it  was  decided  to  commence  acquisition  of  property  within  the  area 
despite  the  fact  that  any  proposals  might  not  be  implemented  for  some  time. 
Other  property  in  Bank  Street  was  offered  for  sale  in  June  and  in  both 
cases  the  District  Valuer  was  asked  to  open  negotiations. 

Detailed  survey  work,  including  the  collection  of  data  on  population, 
housing  and  shopping  facilities,  was  completed  and  alternative  draft 
proposals  were  prepared  for  discussion  purposes. 


CLYDE  VALLEY  PLANNING  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

Early  in  the  year  the  Technical  Panel  of  the  Clyde  Valley  Planning 
Advisory  Committee  reported  that  it  was  possible  to  achieve  substantial 
green  belt  provision  for  the  Region  although  there  were  some  parts  where 
it  would  be  difficult  to  achieve  green  belt  separation  of  communities 
because  of  existing  development.  Following  a series  of  nine  meetings  and 
inspections  the  Technical  Panel  submitted  to  the  Executive  Committee  a 
plan  indicating  the  suggested  inner  boundary  of  the  green  belt  and  sought 
authority  to  carry  out  a further  examination  of  the  Region  to  enable  the 
Panel  to  make  recommendations  with  regard  to  the  outer  boundary  of  the 
green  belt.  The  necessary  authority  was  granted,  but  the  Committee 
continued  for  a further  report  the  matter  of  the  delineation  of  the  inner 
boundary. 


CUMBERNAULD  NEW  TOWN 

The  Secretary  of  State  requested  the  views  of  the  Council  on  seventeen 
proposals  submitted  to  him  by  Cumbernauld  Development  Corporation  in 
the  course  of  the  year.  In  four  cases  the  Council  advised  the  Secretary  of 
State  that  the  details  supplied  were  insufficient  for  proper  consideration  to 
be  given  to  the  proposals  or  that  the  space  about  buildings  appeared  to  be 
less  than  standard.  Development  affected  in  this  way  consisted  of  1,891 
houses,  8 shops,  5 meeting  rooms  and  accommodation  for  1,314  cars  in 
lockups,  car  ports  or  car  shelters.  The  Secretary  of  State  declared  himself 
to  be  satisfied  with  the  proposals  in  each  case. 

Other  projects  which  were  acceptable  to  the  Council  included  the 
diversion  of  the  trunk  road  A.73,  a church  and  hall  at  Seafar  6,  the 
development  of  industrial  sites  at  Greenyards,  service  workshops  at 
Muirhead  5,  playing  fields  at  Pollockshole,  children’s  play  spaces  at 
Seafar  1 and  Kildrum  3 and  5 and  various  footpath  proposals. 


INDUSTRIAL  SITES 

During  the  year  the  council  investigated  the  possibility  of  acquiring 
disused  industrial  premises  in  Alexandria  and  the  site  of  a former  factory 
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at  Cordate.  Renton  with  a view  to  making  the  areas  available  to  pros- 
pective industrial  developers.  The  matter  is  still  under  review. 


HOUSE  LOANS 

An  interesting  aspect  of  the  overspill  of  population  from  Glasgow 
became  evident  during  the  year.  On  45  occasions  Glasgow  Corporation 
advised  the  Council  that  an  application  for  a house  loan  had  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Corporation  in  respect  of  a house  within  the  county  and 
requested  information  regarding  the  effect  of  the  provisions  of  the  develop- 
ment plan  upon  the  property.  Thirty-two  of  the  houses  were  located  in  the 
Bearsden  and  Milngavie  area.
